L. C. Montgomery was born October 3, 
1888, in Heber City, Utah, son of Livingston 
and Amelia Ann Clegg Montgomery, Utah 
pioneers. 

His early education was received in the 
Heber schools, completing his high school 
years after serving a mission for the LDS 
Church in the Northern States from 1909 
to 1912. He attended Brigham Young Uni- 
versity in Provo and was graduated from 
the University of Utah law school com- 
ing to Heber City to practice law in 1916. 

He married Edna Lodell, daughter of 
Joseph and Martha Lodell of Chicago, Il- 
linois, in the Salt Lake Temple on Febru- 
ary 3, 1921. They became the parents of 
two splendid sons, Robert L. Montgomery, 
a bank executive, and Edward L. Montgom- 
ery, a prominent attorney. There are five 
grandchildren. 

Mr. Montgomery held many offices of 
trust. He was elected mayor of Heber City 
for one term and was a stalwart in the 
Democratic party in Utah. L. C., as he was 
called, was a fearless defender for-the rights 
of the people of Wasatch County and served 
as county attorney for 22 years.

Two Brigham Young Univer- 
sity scientists have recently 
reported that a pair of ex- 
perimental drugs used in com- 
bination are remarkably effective 
against a wide variety of viruses 
in cell culture. 

Dr, James A. North and Dr. 

‚ Byron К. Murray, both micro- 


biologists, reported in “Anti- 
microbial Agents and Chemo- 
theraphy” that the compounds 
ribavirin and selenazofurin have 


a. syriergistic- effect when used ` 


together. They · were tested 
against viruses such as in- 
fluenza, measles, mumps, and 


herpes: j 

One of. the most exciting 
implications of these new find- 
ings say the scientists, is that the 
combination drug therapy is 
effective against both RNA and 
DNA viruses. 

“DNA viruses replicate very 
differently than RNA viruses, so 
to find a drug that would act 


against both of them is un- 
usual," said Murray. “We've 
tested extensively with three 
RNA and two DNA sises апа 
the combination ^ 
across the board. It 
replication.” 

All their studies so far, “both 
researchers stressed, have nee 
done in cell culture. Testing in a 
variety of animals is the next step 
and other laboratories are 
carrying out that work. 

If the animal tests continue to 
show positive results, Murray 
said, the drugs could prove to be 
as important a discovery as 
penicillin.
